War Prizes 


Puris, Sept. 14—Since Satur- 
day, besides a continuous 
stream of taxis, motor wagons, 
private automobiles, and pro- 
perly equipped motor ambu- 
lances, conveying wounded to 
the hospitals, Parisians have 
witnessed the continuaus arri- 
val of German war material 
captured at the battle of Marne 
Twenty-one full trains of such 
booty have already reached 
Paris, and this is said to repre- 
sent barely half the total 
amount, 


It is estimated that sixty can- 
non, thirty mitralleuses, forty 
ammunition wagons and three 
aeroplanes have already arriv- 
ed. 


If the Germans are able to take 
a strong position north of the 
river Aisne another battle is 
likely to take place at the end 
of the week. Nevertheless they 
may intend to draw off their 
troups through the town of 
Stenay, eight miles west of 
Montmedy, or near the Meuse 
valley into Luxemburg. 
Evidences of their defeat ac- 
cumulate. Masses of every kind 


of material are being abandon- 
ed by the Germans pointing to 
the continuance of their retire- 
ments. The French are bring- 
ing up reinforcements in large 
numbers. 

Retreat to Stenay may be 
risky and enemy may prefer to 
fight again.

Berlin, Sept. 12.—The text of 
the telegram of Emperor Wil- 


\liam which he sent to General 


von Hindenberg, Prussia, 75 
milessouthwest of Koenigsberg 
has been given out officially: 

“Your telegram of Sept. 11, 
gave me unspenkuable pleasure 
You accomplished a deed of 
arms almost unique in history 
which assures you and your 
troops immortal glory, which 
will, if God pleases free the dear 
Fatherland from the enemy 
forever,”

OBJECTS ON THE MOON 


The Size Tney Must Be to Show in 
Our Wifferert Telescopes 


The Abbe Moreux, director of the 
astrohomical observatory of Bourges. 
France, answers in Cosmos the ques- 
tion, “What is the smallest object vis- 
}ible on the moon? 
| First, it ‘s necessary to know what} 
is the smallest angular magnitude that 
| the naked eye can perceive. Experi- 
ment, says the abbe proves this to be 
thirty seconds. In other words, ac 
|object that substends an arc of thirty 
(seconds is first visible to the naked 
eye. Therofvre an object having anj| 
angular diameter of one second can be 
seen when it is magnified thirty 
times. An are of one second represents 
about 6,000 square feet at the centre | 
Hence, a telescope 
that magnifies thirty times will make 
visible a spot 6,000 feet in diameter 
on the surface of the moon. 

A more nowerful telescope will re- | 
veal smaller objects. One with four 
inches aper‘ure and a power cf 300 
will show objects of 600 feet diameter 
One with a power of 2,000 diameters 
will rev2al details measuring about) 
ninety feet. ¢ |

fine details ‘pbrough a telescope. The 
agitation of the earth's atmosphere | 
by winds ano currents interferes ‘er- | 
ribly with the use of very high powers | 
in telescopes.

It can be used only on 
perfectly ciear, still nights when the 
moon is high above the horizon. This

Railway From Moscow to Warsaw 

The railwcy from Moscow to War- 
saw follows the route taken by Na- 
po.eon’s army on the famous retreat 
fiom Moscow\in 1812, when it passed 
Borodino and over the Beresina river. 

The first sine of railway to be con- 
structed in Russia was opened in 
1838, but it “vas no' until 1851, wren 
St. Petersburg ind Moscow were 
connected by rail, that a line of any 
length was in se. 

Since that time the mileage of rail- 
ways in Russia, as in most otber 
vountries, hag i eased rapidly. In 
1886 it was 15,00. mil and in 1858, 
26,500. In 1904 it haa increased to 
38,000 miles, including the great 
trans-Sibevian ‘ine, while in 1910 it 
was more than 47,400 miles, wich 
4,700 miles under construction or pro- 
jected. 

The standard gauge in Russia is 
five feet-—as crirnpered with the 4 
feet 8% inches more generally preval- 
ent in the rest of Europe—with the 
result that the carriages are very 
roomy and comfo.table. 

The appearance of the engines 18 
very curious, reminding one in some 
respects of Stephenson’s “Rocket” 
and other earlie: models. The most 
striking features of these engines are 
their high funnels, to which a kind 
of cap is attached, the enormous lamp 
on the front, and a railed in fooiplate 
extending right round the body of the 
locomotive.

THE BRITISH ADMIRALTY: HAS, vestigating commission. 


CREATED A ROYAL NAVY 
AIR SERVICE 


The Introduction ot the Aerial Arm 
in the British Empire's Fighting 
Forces is Considered to be a Pre- 
face to the History of War in tne 


Air. 

The British Admiralty has just an 
mounced we creation o1 a royal naval 
air service with its own ranks and 
uniform, 

‘the promulgation of. the 
tious marks a distinct step in tne 
introduction of the aerial arm into 
the eumpire’s fighting rorces, in fact 
it is a pretace to the history of war 
in the ail. - 

Up to the present date air work 
in the nav7 has been,.of too recent 
birth to admit of the application of 
lines of organization, The 
present regulations show that it is 
ccusidered that. the time has now 
arrived when this section should 
begin a dist-net and, indjvidual-lite of 
its own. ./e ave therefore in these 
reguiauions the formation of a royal 
naval air service, which is to be con- 
siituted as a distinc. part of the mili- 
tary, or fighting branch of the royal 
navy. 

Tne gecheme is ‘based on the prin- 
cipie that ali classes of officers and 
men in this nawal air service shall 
enjoy equal facilities in regard, to 
military command, 
aud men of ihe military and the non- 
military brarches of the royal navy 
officers and men o’ the royal mar- 
ines, of the royal naval reserve 
forces, those transferred from the 
army, and taose entered direct from 
civil life snall all take rank and 
precedence according to their naval 
air service giace while performing air 
service duties. 

It has therefore been decided ir. 
the first instance to frame an ar- 
bitrary seniority list as regards the 
oificers and man now engaged on this 
work; and in future that all officers 
and men will take position on the 
list from the date of- their being 
graded. At the same time the ag? 
and previous service of candidates 
will be adjusted to ensure chat all 
shall begin as nearly equal as is 
practicable.

The unifori: will be the same as 
that worn by executive officers in the 
royal navy. A small badge in the 
shape of an eagle will be worn above 
the stripes on the left sleeve. “he uni- 
form will be very similar, but ths 
anchor (the emllem of the sea), will 
be generally -eplaced by the eagle, 
which has b-en established as tae em- 
blem of the ais. 

An important feature of the new 
regulations is that |cIvilians will be 
permitted .o enter firec into the air 
service, in which they will hold a 
position of entire equality with the 
other officers. 

New French Law Taxes Foreigners 

A bitte: cry is zoing up ‘com for- 
eigners living in France owing to the 
new tax of 5 per ceit on all 32:urities 
which they possess either in Fr-nce or 
abvoad. 

A United States financier who is 
building a notable house in Pars de- 
clares that lc w.. stop the cons’1uc- 
tion ot his residence aul will live 
in a hotel. Cthers say they intend to 
move to some country where no such 
tax is imposed. Yet others declare 
that they will return to their old 
homes. 

If tax free Monaco were seeking 
immigrants tie present momevt 
would accord a great opportunity for 
gaining great additions to its popula- 
tion. A partner in one of the Paris 
bunks says: 

“The law bas caysed consternation 
among foreign residents who do not 
relish the idéa of losing 5 per cent. of 
their incomes. It has even caused 
consternation to bankers, as tke law 
makes them collectors of the tax, 
which is not in our line of business. 
We are blamed by our excited clients 
for collecting the tax, and at the samo 
time we see them removing their se- 
curities to doreign banks, while we 
are compelled to employ more clerks 
to explain and enforce the new law.” 
“The law is designed to-lighten the 
direct taxes upon the farmers, which 
are pressing heavily upon prices of 
products, and raising the cost of liv- 


ing. 


May Put iid on German Capital 

Everybody in Berlin who has de- 
rived profit from the city’s far-famed 
night life--and thei. name is legion 
—is in a state of frenzied alarm oves 
the threatered shutting up of the 
town at 11 p.m. 

Regulations to that effect are now 
under serious consideration at the 
Prussian ministry of the interior, 
which cortrols tho police laws, It 
the scheme is carried out, n> eating, 
drinking, dancing or other pleasure 
resort will be able to keep its door 
open later chan 11 o'clock except in 
highly special cases, probably hotels 
which must furnish satisfactory evid- 
ence that a license is urgently re 
quired. 


Sheep Grazing Changes 

At the instance of the minister of 
the interior, orders-in-council pgssed 
in 1884 and 1883 prohibiting the graz- 
ing of sheep in certain portions of 
Southern Alberta haye been rescinded, 
the reason being that they conflict. 
with the regulations issued on Feb- 
ruary 18, 1914, whereby leases may be 
granted to sheep ovners. The district 
affected is bounded on the west by the 
Belly and St. Mary’s rivers, on the 
north by the South Saskatchewan 
river, on the east by the western 
boundary of Assiniboia and on the 
south by ‘the international boundary 
line.

neckties, and other articles made by 
children in tenemen‘ houses. Some of 
the children doing this work, be said, 
were as young gs from 6 to 8 years 

As a fair sample, Mr. Hall exhibited 
a bunch ef viclets which were made 
by a child of 14 years old. He said tae 
girl had to make 676 flowers and paste 
them up in wreaths to make 10 cents. 
The average earnings, he said, wovld 
not exce#d $2 per week 

Another exhibit was shipping and 
price tags, in which a grandmother 
and her granddaughter, 14 years old. 
put wire and cord into the tags. They 
were paid 6 cents per 1,000 for wiring 
tags and § cents per 1,000 for the 
cords. , 

Another instance showed where a 
mother and three children, aged, re- 
spectively 8, 13 and 15 years, made 
artificial flowors, their combined 
earnings being betveen $6 and $7 per 
week, Mr. Hall said the children were 
required to go to work as early as 5 
a.m. and work till 9 o’clock, when they 
went to school. After school they 
were required to work till 10 o’clock 
at night.

He was injured 
at a fire in St. Patrick's Hall, Bos- 
ton, some years ‘ago, becoming blind 
as the result. 


NO RESTRICT ONS ON U.S. CATTLE 


Ontario Stock Show Promoters Have 
Made Request to Government 
for Changea Regulations . 

That the iestricticns placed by 9r- 
éer-in-counst! upon United States cat- 
tie showing at Canadtan exhibitions 
should be removed is the substance of 
representations made to the agricul- 
tural department by live stock show 
promoters »f Cntario. The restrictions 
referred to cumpeis United States cat- 
tle before being exhibited in Canada. 
to have. been successfully tested 
against tuberculosis for a pe:fod of 
six months, It is claimed that this 
rule hurts the Canadian shows with- 
out compeusating benefit. The Ameri- 
can exhibitots are not particularly de- 
sirous of coming any way, and the 
restriction tends to keep them out 
when they are wanted. There is a sim- 
ilar rule on the United States side 
and the government took action at 
the instance of the Canadian breed- 

ers, . 


Raising Crops by Radium 

The effect of radium on _ plant 
grcwth has, it is said, been demon- 
strated by experiments carried out in 
England. 

It is claimed that many of the re- 
sults are so promising, that it is pos- 
sible that the use of radium for crcps 
may becon.e one of its most import- 
ant applications in the future. It is 
said that iadium-has an adverse ef- 
fect on the undesirable soil organ- 
isms, leaving the useful ones freer to 
stimulate growth. 

Best results are obtained with the 
use of about one-seven-hundredth 
pert of a grein of radium to oae ton 
of soil. The residues left behind after 
radium has peer extracted from min: 
erals usually contain a minute quan 
tity of radium. 

When these residues, which are of 
comparativeiy .ittle value, are mixed 
in the soil, wheat and barley grow 
with great repidity and the leaves are 
usually of a darker color. 

The most decisive results so far re- 
ported have been obtained with rad- 
ishes and carrots, which in some 
cases have bean nearly six times as 
heavy as those grown under similar 
ecnditions in ordinary soil. y 

Experiments are also being made to 
ascertain the influence of both rad 
ium and radium emanation on the size 
and color of flowers and other mar- 
ket garden produce. It is stated that 
once incorporated with the soil the 
effects of whe radium residues will 


remain constant tor hundreds of 
years. 
Sceptics wil’ recall. however, the 


ce belauded but futile electrical .ex- 
periments of Lord Rosse, in Irish 
pctato fields, an? will suspend judg- 
ment untii time has tested the radium 
cure for bac:'ward vegetation. 


The Boidest of All Horsewcmen 

Russia scems to have given the 
world the boldest Lorsewoman in his- 
tory.”- This is _Mme. . Kudasheva, a 
Cossack, whose avocation is making 
adventurous journeys all alone on 
horseback in the far east. Three 
years ago she rode ali the way from 
Viadivostock to St. Petersburg, a 
matter of three thousand miles or 
more, on her hcrse, “Mongolia,” 
which she afterwards presented tu 
the Czarevitch. In return for this, 
the Czar sent a beautiful Arabian 
steed which she christened ‘“Krit, 
and on which she is now making a 
journey mo‘e perilious and thrilling 
than the form:r one. This time she 
is going -acrrss China and Mongclia 
into Turkestan, through regions prac- 
tically untraversed. She sleeps be- 
side her faithful horse and no harm 
has come to either of them. it is a 
hard life for woman and beast, but 
Mme. Kudusheva is making history 
and the Czar is proud of her. She 
hopes to bye back in St. Petersburg 
covered with the glory of this epoch- 
making undertaking. 


Not Likely to Raise Indernity 

A couple ct members of parliament 
in Ottawa expressed the view that 
the declaartion of E. A. Lancaster, 
M.P., that ie will not seek re election 
because of he smal sessional indem- 
nity, wi'l lead impetus to a movement 
next year t) increase the pay of mem- 
bers. They wow get $2,500. 

At the end cf the session before last 
there was an aggressive movement 
for a $4,000 indemnity, but it was 
turned dow2 and this year nothing 
was heard of it. 

While it would be very popular with 
members, there is however, som# 
reason to doubt if the government 
would increase the indemnity on .he 
eve of a general election. 


Give Up Use of Redium for Cancer 

Germany's greatest surgery special- 
ists have .vandcned the use of rad- 
ium for the treatment of cancer and 
are now coining 
sively to tha Kcenigen rays. Among 
them is Pzofessor Blumm, director of 
the Women's Clinic of the University 
of Berlin, whc has just-presented a 
number of vomen cured of cancer by 
the Roentgen method, 

The surgeon-general of the  Ger- 
man army, Professor Bier, who is 
also the heaa of the surgical faculty 
ef the university in Berlin, is\another 
who had renounced faith ip radium. 


Under Seas in London 

A novel ivature of the “Sunny 
Spain” exhibition at Earl’s Court is 
Dr. Ilbert’s kioskhydro, an under-sea 
pavilion from the portholes of which 
visitors can watch marine life. 

The Queen's Court lake has beer 
transformed into a miniature sea. Up- 
wards of 20,000 living fish, netted in 
the North Sea, Atlantic and Mediter 
ranean have beer brought to London 
in tanks. Five nundred fish, each up 
wards of six fcet in length, have beer 
brought by special train and steam- 
er from Bologna, Italy, and there is 
an equal number of monstrous eels.
